And the same factors contribute 
to lenghtening the plantation’s life. 
Tests conducted at the Ohio Ex­ 
perim ent station in recent years 
show,

nent summer mulching may in­ 
crease red raspberry y i e l d s as

Plower 
groovers who have never added 
this attractive perennial to their 
list should consider it at once be­ 
cause the O riental poppy should be 
planted in August. 
In late s u m m e r , usually in 
August, this plant enters a period 
of rest. The foliage m ay so com ­ 
pletely disappear t h a t grow ers 
with experience who plan to lift 
and divide crowding old clum ps 
m ark the sites earlier in order to 
locate the roots. It is during this 
dorm ant interim that new roots 
purchases from a nursery m ay be 
planted or old beds renovated and 
replanted. Too, this period offers 
an opportunity to take up extra 
valuable plants and propagate sev­ 
eral additional plants by use of 
root cuttings. All these practices 
are described in a sim ple leaflet 
which the editor will gladly furnish 
readers who send him a stam ped, 
addressed envelope with their re ­ 
quest.

is an excellent form of plant food 
and o r g a n i c m atter to work 
through the lower or rooting stra ­ 
tum of soil. 
Nursery roots should n o t be 
covered deeply but the soil should 
be firm ed around them carefully 
and the m ass watered liberally to 
settle the soil. After leaves appear 
m oisture requirem ents should be 
supplied whenever the soil tends 
toward dryness. 
Like 
peonies, 
Oriental poppies 
should 
be 
left alone 
until 
they 
show by declining vigor that the 
roots 
are 
crowding. 
Then 
they 
should be lifted in August, divided, 
and replanted in a m anner sim ilar 
to the planting of new roots. Usu­ 
ally after moving numerous vol­ 
unteer plants appear in the old 
bed. T h e s e m ay be carefully 
moved any tim e in late sum m er 
Tests indicate tha^t here is an­ 
other favorite flower that bene­ 
fits from mulching. P eat m o s s , 
finely shredded corn stalks, chopped 
straw 
or 
hay, 
grass 
clippings, 
or ground corncobs m ay be used. 
The m ulch should be applied in the 
spring to a depth that prevents 
weed and grass growth and keeps 
the ground uniformly m oist. The 
editor believes ground uniformly 
m oist. The editor believes ground 
corncobs find one of their most 
beneficial mulching roles with this 
plant. 
Winter mulching should not be 
done until after the ground is well 
frozen in early December. Then a 
light, airy mulch, such as coarse 
hay or straw should 
be applied 
to prevent alternate freezing thaw ­ 
ing. In fact the purpose of winter 
m ulching is to keep the ground 
frozen. 
There 
are dozens of beautiful 
types and colors of Oriental poppy 
from which to choose. Beginners 
will not regret the addition of this 
fine perennial to their garden list.

“No one can tell w here lig h tn in g 
will strike and rural residents should 
be especially on guard against this 
high 
voltage danger to life

property," declares J. Collin Mc- 
i Spa trail, secretary of the Pennsyl- 
' vania S tate G range. M r^ M cSpar- 
, ran is a m em ber of the Pennsylvania 
* R ural Safety Council, w’hich is co­ 
operating with the D ivison of Farm 
and Home Safety Education, state 
D epartm ent of Public Instruction, 
in a state-w ide effo rt to save lives 
and property in ru ra l areas. 
"L ast year.” continued the state 
G range secretary, th ree farm resi­ 
dents were killed by lightning in 
Pennsylvania, according to Division 
records. One m an was 57 and two 
were boys, 12 years old. O ne was in 
a group of four people running across 
a field when lightning struck and he 
was killed. Tile other w as killed 
while riding one of a pair of mules 
hitched to a spike tooth harrow . 
Both m ules were also.’' 
Persons having any choice of shel­ 
ter during a lightning storm , says 
the N ational Safety Council, should 
choose in the following order: build­ 
ings protected from lightning and 
large m etal or m etal fram ed build­ 
ings; an autom obile w ith m etal top 
and body; large unprotected build­ 
ings, or sm all unprotected buildings. 
Stay away from open doors or w in­ 
dows, and fireplaces, stoves, piping 
or other m etal objects. D on’t swim 
outdoors during a thunderstorm . 
Persons who have to rem ain out- I 
doors should keep aw ay from sm all ; 
sheds or shelters in exposed loc®- i 
lions, isolated trees, wire fences, and 
hilltops and large open spaces where 
protection is not provided by taller 
objects.
